As the Report and Financial State- 
ment for the pasr ‘year had been cir- 
culated and hid been im the rate 

: payers’ hands for the requisite num- 
_, ber of days, the Consul-General asked 
. "the Chairman of the outgoing Coun- 
cil'to propose that the Report and 
Accounts as submitted be approved 
‘and to make any remarks or explana~ 
tions he had tooffer. Mr. Sutton said 
othat he would only offer a few remarks 
on the Report ghd Accounts. Under 
the heading "* Police “” the ratepayers 
would notice, that Mr. Farmer was 
tesigning from his post as Honorary 
Superintendent of Police. “Mr."Farmer 
had taken on the position four years 
ago at a time whén the old country 
could not spare anyone to do the work 
and had carried on the duties of his 
honorary atduous and onerons post 
+ very eficiently, 2nd he could honestly 
say that Mr. Farmer had done ‘more 
genuine work than all the rest of the 
Council put rogether. He himself had 
had a great deal of work to do on the 
Council but he could not have done, 

' or attempted to do'all that Mr. Farmer 
had ‘done. From the Census it would 
be seen that the population had re- 
covered from the setback caused by 
the war, and he also desired to call 


*,, Gttention to the fact that the propor- 


tion, of Chinese to non-Chinese resi- 
" dents had increased and that the 
Council would probably have to go 
into the question .:o safeguard ‘the 
health of the, community. 
. health of the Concession had been 
maintained. During. the year the 
Council had been asked to consider 
\up-to-date proposals for the installa- 
tion of a Septic Tank system, and @ 
report had been furnished by a com- 
petent. engineer’ and had been: cir- 
culated to ratepayers. After careful 
consideration the Couneil had decided 
that the proposed system, provided 
that efficient. control over the present 
system by the Medical Officer was 
maintained; would be an‘unrecessary 
expense for ratepayers to bear. 
' .In referring to the report of the 
Waterworks Mr. Sutton said thar the 
. plant was proving a profitable invest- 
ment.. He hoped chat the new 
machinery would be in position before 
the extra:demand made on the works 
during the hot weather was felt. 
The accounts called for no remarks. 
He accordingly proposed the adoption 
of the’ report and accounts submitted 
dy the outgoing Council and was 
secondéd by Mr. Farmer. .This was 
passed unanimously. aa i 
The Chairman then “asked Mr. 
Sutton to bring the Budget before the 
meeting. " . 
Mr. Sutton said that it would be 
noticed that taxation had beef slightly 
increased, owing to the wideworld in- 
crease in the cost of everything, and 
also’ owing to the fact that during the 
next season or two there would be 
increased non-productive capital ex- 
penditure in connection with the 
Cemetery and Fire Engine.

The cost had been left blank as 
Council had not.yet succeeded in get- 
ting a satislactory estimate. So far] 
all estimates had been high, one he 
knew being 41,600 fab in Eng- 
Jand, and the incoming Council would 
have to go into the question of the 
price.. If a new engine were not 
obtained he thought the Insurance 
Companies might raise their rates 
whereas the Council desired to. make 
the companies subseribe to the cost 
of a new engine. Mr. Staples Smith 
seconded the motion. The Chairman 
pointed out that"no Limit was being 
placed to the discretion of the Coun-. 
cil, and he thought that it should not 
be given carte blanche but that an 
approximate figure should be ‘stated. 

Mr. Stanton said thet since he was 
last in Camon he understood thet fire 
hydrants’ had been installed and he 
enquired if the necessity for the pur- 
chase of a new engine meant. that 
these had not been 2 sucvéss. - Mr. 
Sctton replied that the hydrants had 
on several occasions proved most Se- 
ful, but they were of no nse for high 
buikdings such as Amhold’s or the 
Hongkong and Shanghai’ Bank, and 
thar further the tanks “would only 
fornish 20 minotes supply. The type 
of engine the Council proposed tc 
purchase was an oif motor engine. 
The Chairman expressed a hope that 
the Council would secure an efficient 
engine. The resolution was then 
carried. “ The cost of the fire engine 
not to exceed £2,000 sterling: Mr. 
Sutton’ then referred->to Resolution 
No. 12 dealimg with the telephone, 
service. At present the service was 
$o bad» that much time and language 
was wasted. A report kad been drawn 
ep by 2 sub-committee who had look- 
ed into the matter, and it had been 
circulated. If the resolution were 
adopted he did not suggest that the 
Council would necessarily carry out 
the proposals. It might use the 
proposals aS a weapon against the 
Telephone Company, which would be 
unwilling: to lose.a good revenue and 
an improvement of the service and 2 
reduction df the fees might be 
secuted.

To the Chairman's enquiry if any 
ratepayers had observations to” offer 
Mr. Stanton asked under what bead 
the cost: would be charged. and was 
informéd that the cost would be met 
from the Sinking Fund. .Mr,” Pea- 
cock remarked that when ratepayers 
were calied on to bear the cost of so 
many other éxtra items, which ‘were 
necessities, it was strange to spend 
a large amount o2 a liteury. He fur- 
ther queries the use of the proposal 
as a weapon against, the Telephone 
Company: The Chairman asked if 
it was known what proportion the Sha- 
meen subscribers bore to those in the 
City. Mr. Huxley stated that the ser- 
vice could not be improved. He had 
visited the Central Exchange amd had 
seen that it wes much overloaded ‘and 
had not an. efficient staff or any ex- 
perts. There were numerous short 
circuits on Shameen. The exchange 
was two miles from Shameen so that 
subscribers speaking to ‘people on, 
Shameen had‘ te ,Speak over’ nearly 
five miles of wires.‘ The service 
could only be improved by installing 
a system on Shameen. With an effi- 
cient. service firms would be able to 
economise by reducing their staffs .of 
chit coolies. : 

Mr. Staples Smith stated that the 
sub-committee had circulated 2 jetter 
to firms and others on Shameen and 
with few exceptions all subscribers 
had said that they would subscribe to 
lan exchange if established on Sha- 
meen, ;

: _ CLIMATIC CHANGES. 

The Mousterian period itself must 
have lasted many tens’ of thousands 
of years, a great variety of climatic 
changes occurring in it, and the 
great ice-belt covering most of these 
islands and the greater part of 
Europe alternately advancing and 
receding, so that in’ one part of it 
we. find the remains of Arctic 
animals — musk - ox, mammoth, 
lemming, reindeer, etc--and in 
another the remains of sul 
tropical animals—elephants, cave- 
lions, sabre-toothed tigers, hyenas, 
etc. Even s0," the modern type of
